long priest-like dress, with purso and rosary 
hanging from his gnyly adorned belt, the 
knight in his chivalrie armor, the minstrel 
with his hnrp or viMo, affording amusement 
to tho bystanders with his music and song. 
Tho custom house officers arc busily engaged 
iu collecting the tolls which the merchants 
are obliged to pay not merely on the goods 
they offer for sale, but 011 the sales them- 
sulves. 


There was, perhaps, inoro business trans- 


acted at the weekly markets than on miy 
other occasions. The few shops, or rather 
.stalls, that wrro lo be met with in some of 
thn larger towns, wore never very extensive- 
ly patronized, and the owners of such es- 
tablishments nmde.certain tours over tho 
country to solicit trade.

He and Simmer having been the first two 
public men at the dying President's bedside, 
and having remained with him until he 
breathed his last we fell into a very interest- 
ing coaversatiou after dinner, when each of 
them gave his own narrative separately. Tho

'iheu Mr. Stanton told 


mo a curious little story, which will form 


remainder of this short letter. 
Ob the 


afternoon of ihe dny on which tha Presi- 
dent was shot there was a cabinet council, 
at which ho presided.

To which 
the Attoruev-Gcncral had observed, 'Some- 
thing good, sir, I hope?' when the President 
answered very grnvely. 'I don't know: but 
it will happen, and shortly, too.'

closed to us?'

Pierce and Major Poore, when theso gentle- 
men left him with no uneasy thoughts in re- 
gard to his condition. 


Two hours later ha had sent for Mr. 


Pierce, and by ono o'clock .several physicians 
and friends had been summoned. He had 
been seized with an attack similar to tho 
preceding ones, and but little, if any, more 
violent. 
At two o'clock ho was quiet, aud 


those with him thought tho worse was 
passed. In the morning, however, ho grow 
worse, suffered much, and by the agreement 
of all his physicians tlie case Imd become ox- 
tremely critical. 


When Congressmen hcgmi to gather, about 


eleven o'clock, despatches, from the hotel 
next to his residence announced his con- 
dition to several members of each house. 
Senator Sehura had called early in tho morn- 
ing and remained. Mr. Simmer recognized 
aud greeted him T.-iUi much cordiality. 
Sir. 


Pierce remained with him through tlio night 
as did his friend Major Foove. Tho brothers 
Hoar came instantly upon tho first news re- 
ceived at the House, and Messrs. Dawes and 
Hooper also drove down. ..They were all in 
time to bo recognized, though tho medicine 
administered lo check the pain kept Mr. 
Simmer throughout in a halE stupor. 


To one or two he named tho civil rights 


bill, and addressed himself .particularly to 
Itockwood Hoar. Ho said; "You must tako 
care of the civil rights bill, judge." Like 
the above, the few observations ho made to 
those about him indicated that ho was quite 
avrare of his condition. As Judge Hoar was 
holding his hand and rubbing it to restore 
the circulation, Mr. Hoar said, "Mr. Bum- 
uer, I wish wo could do something lo wnrm 
your hands"; and to this ho replied, "You 
nnvpr will." 


Only fifteen minutes before he diet! ho 


said, "Judge, tell Emerson how much I 
love and revere him." 
After this, he closed 


his eyes aud repeated several times, "Oh, 
how tired, how wenvy!'' At thirteen iniu- 
utes before three ho was seized with a Bpasm 
and was raised up to a sitting posture, but 
almost immediately sank back 
and died 


without u struggle. Judge Hoar and Mr. 
Hooper, with his physicians horo, were tho 
only friends witli him at the moment of his 
death.

Tho best of theso statues is that of 
General Greene, which is a manly, spirited, 
well-modelled work, portraying to tho life a 
characteristic Knvolutiomiry 
heru.

statuo of ]Uoger Williams is good so far as 
mechanical execution is concerned, but I 
am puzzled by both character and costume. 
Tho state, as it stands, conveys nn impres-

dependent, liberal Puritan. There being no 
portrait extant of Roger Williams, no au- 
thority for figure or dress, tho sculptor's 
task is of course a difficult one.

get.' Fortunately, there are n good many 
men willing to try to make a liring by buy. 
ing and selling. 
There is competition 


enough as a rule, to secure us, taking one 
year with another, all that our articles are 
-,Torth. Our business is to raiao the best ar- 
tiola at the least coat. Take such A simple 
crop as potatoes. I heard B farmer say tha 
other day, that 110 money could be made by 
raising potatoes at 50 cents a bushel. It 
never seemed to occur to him that if he 
raised two hundred bushels per acre instead 
of one hundred bushels, he could make more 
profit from one acre than from five. One of 
our Rochester nurserymen raised a crop of 
white wheat this year that yielded forty 
bushels per acre, while the average of the 
county would not be ovor ten bushels per 
acre of red and white wheat together, ihe 
millers would pay from 15 to 20 cents per 
bushel more for this choice white wheat than 
for the ordinary red wheat, and this in it- 
self is a good prottt. The ordinary crop of 
red wheat, of ten bushels per acre would be 
worth SIC; while the forty bushel crop of 
white wheat would sell for §75. If the crop 
nf«d wheat affords any profit, how much 
would the crop of white wheat afford? 
Fieure the interest and taxoa on the land, 
the cost of ploughing, harrowing, drilling, 
seed, reaping, harvesting and threshing.
